Each deputy received 
on mounting the Tribune three flips of paper, dittin- 
guifhed by the fame. colours, and with directions to put 
his vote into the cotrefponding urn, to the fide aye or 
no, ashe might determine. Wheo Robe:jot mounted 
the ‘['ributie to vote; the Prefident exclaimed in execu- 
tion of a decree, “* May the blood of the French Mi- 
nilters allaflinated at Raftade fall on the Houfe of Auf- 
tria!’? The Members all anfwered by a cry of * Ven- 
geance’! , Vepgeanee !” ~The relult “of the ferutiny will 
be made known td-morrow.” . ' 

In the Council: of Elders letters from Thoulofe were 
read, {tating that the rebels had advanced to the walls 
of that city. Parez, who read thefe accounts, faid there 
was every reafon to fear the lofs of Thouloufe—that 
citadel of the liberty of the fouth of France. He after- 
wards faid he had jult received letters {tating that the 
rebels had been beaten in every point ; 300 uf them had 
been killéd, and the Republicans were in purfuit of the 
reft. 

28 THERMIDOR, AUGUST 15. 

The ballot took place relative to the impeachment of 
‘the Ex-Directors ; when 219. appeared for fultaining, 
‘and 22§ for rejefting the charge. There were found 
14. votes which did not belong to this ballot. This 
occafioned a warm debate. 

29 THERMIDOR—AUGUST 16. ; 

The debate on the ballot was renewed. kt was pro- 
pofed by fome that a new ballot fhould take place, by 
others that the former two ballots fhould be invettigated, 
as the votes were preferved : This was agreed to, and 
the Council proceeded to examine them. In the white 
urn were 446. vores; the voters were only 444 ; there 
were nine yellow billets, five blue, and a written opi- 
nion.

PARIS—24 Thermidor, August rr. 

The troops taken prifoners in Italy, which arrive in 
the territory of the Republic, are almoft naked, with- 
out thoes, ftsckings and shirts, while the Contractors 
and Commiffaries arrive in carriages with abundance of 
money. 

It is faid that General Scherer was arrefted on the 
23d of this-tonth. 

The Direétors Sieyes and Barras are openly acqufed 
in the Journal des Hommes Libres of bei traitors 
and emiilaries of the coalefced powers. 

Sieyes is accufed of having delivered a counter-revo- 
lutionary fpeech on the anniverfary of the ioth of Au- 
guft, and of having been bribed by Pruflian gold 

. The Citizen Begoz had been {ent to General Maf- 
fena with an important meflage from Government, 
which is faid to relate to the neutrality of Switzerland. 
He has fince returned to Berne, and has there had {e- 
veral fecret conferences with the members of the Di- 
rectory, fome of the Minifters, and the members pof- 
fefled of the greateft fhare of influence. oN 

In feveral departments, neither conferipts nor requi- 
fition men are to be found. Some are too young, fome 
too old, and fome are married. 

The Royalifts have appeared in confiderable force ‘at 
Bourdeaux, and attempted an infurreétion, but were 
fupprefled by the Republicans and Conftituted Autho- 
tities.
